BOARD OF DIRECTORS On February 19, our company sold 
PROVIDE FINANCING $30 million of first mortgage bonds, 8.5 

per cent series due in the year 2000, and 
1,400,000 shares of common stock, without par value. The sale of these securities 
will yield the company a total of $58,153,700. 


Board chairman Richard said the action is the first step in the company's 1970 
financing program. Another issue of securities could be issued to raise an additional 
$30 million late this year, although it is possible this financing will come in 1971. 
The proceeds from the new bonds will be used to pay off part of the $58,500,000 of 
outstanding short-term notes and commercial paper. 


Subject to clearance with the Federal Securities and Exchange Commission and 
approval by the Federal Power Commission, the new bonds will be offered to the 
public at 101.089 per cent to yield 8.40 per cent. The common stock is to be 
offered at $21.00 per share. 


FPC CHAIRMAN Federal Power Commission Chairman 
ADDRESSES CO-OPS John Nassikas spoke to the National Rural 

Electric Cooperative Association in Las 
Vegas recently and said that evidence of increased cooperation and understanding 
between all sectors of the power industry is encouraging. ''However,'' he said, 
"we have noted in several areas of the country that the inability of the cooperatives 
and other systems to work together and plan jointly for the needs of the area has 
resulted in duplicative transmission and other facilities. This is especially 
disturbing in the context of the rapidly accelerating public concern for protection 
and preservation of environmental and aesthetic values." 


He suggested five areas for common concern by the entire electric industry: 
(1) reliable service at reasonable rates; (2) effective equal employment opportun- 
ities; (3) regional planning; (4) environmental control research; and (5) development 


of an energy-environment benefit-cost ratio. 


REA Administrator David Hamil, also spoke to the NRECA convention and said rural 


areas are the "one logical place to handle our increasing population." 'Furthermore, "! 
he said, "with their vast natural resources, I see them as a logical place for new 


industrial enterprises." 


UTILITIES RATI The February edition of FORTUNE is 


HIGH WITH PUBLIC devoted to the environment, and a number 
of articles concern utilities. ''The worst 


air pollution threat for the future appears to lie in the relentlessly growing demand 
for electric power,'' a caption stated. The magazine conducted a poll of business- 
men, and found no industry received high anti-pollution marks, and "Only the 
electric utility industry scored a clearly positive response.'' Among eight basic 
industries rated on a scale from 10 (good) to 1 (poor), the businessmen gave 
electric utilities a score of 6. Next highest was oil exploration, 5.1.

Floyd R. Smith, executive vice president since 
1969, was elected president and principal executive 
officer of the company at a meeting of the Board 
of Directors February 27 in Beaumont. The re- 
tirements of President Werner, March 1, and 
Chairman of the Board Richard, April 1, were an- 
nounced at the meeting. Mr. Smith takes office as 
the company’s sixth president effective April 1. 
Mr. Richard will remain as a director of the 
company. 

Two new directors were elected to the board: 
Seth W. Dorbandt of Conroe, Texas, president and 
board chairman of the First National Bank of 
Conroe, effective March 1; and Samuel L. Adams 
of Beaumont, Texas, vice president-Engineering 
and Production, effective April 1. (The next issue 
of PLAIN TALKS will include pictures and com- 
plete information on the new directors.) 

A native of San Francisco, California, Mr. 
Smith was employed in Navasota after receiving 
his degree in electrical engineering from New 
Mexico State University. He has completed bath 
the Harvard University Advanced Management Pro- 
gram in 1962, and the Public Utility Executive 
Course at Georgia Tech in 1957. 

Mr. Smith has worked in engineering and oper- 
ating jobs in four of the company’s five divisions. 
Following service in Navasota, now the Western 
Division, he worked in the Port Arthur, Beaumont 
and Baton Rouge Divisions, progressing to operating 
superintendent, Port Arthur Division in 1954;

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MEETINGS HELD 


“The Changing Seventies” was the theme of a series 
of management meetings held January 28 through 
February 5 in Baton Rouge, Lake Charles, and Beau- 
mont. Approximately 650 employees attended the 
meetings held to outline the company’s objectives and 
goals for 1970. 

Headed by Chairman of the Board Richard and 
President Werner, a management team of 13 speakers 
predicted what the 70’s would hold for such challenges 
as sales, construction, operations, financing, safety, 
employee relations and the social crises that face all 
of us in the years immediately ahead. 

Appearing during the series were: Floyd Smith, 
executive vice-president; S. L. Adams, vice-president, 
engineering-production; L. V. Dugas, vice-president and 
general sales manager; E. L. Bailey, treasurer; W. E. 
Heaner, personnel manager; R. L. Wynne, assistant 
treasurer; Bob Jackson, assistant secretary; S. L. Stelly, 
safety director; J. S. Turner, director — advertising 
and public relations; Aubrey Sprawls, director — resi- 
dential and commercial sales and Ed Loggins, director 
— industrial sales. Division Managers Rex Lee, Beau- 
mont; Virgil Shaw, Baton Rouge; Ed Hodges, Lake 
Charles and Randy McAlpine, Port Arthur hosted the 
four meetings. 

In keeping with the meetings’ theme, Mr. Richard 
announced that changes would affect our management, 
and that innovation would be required of all employees 
to adapt to the “changing seventies.” He added that 
whatever the future power source for our nation, our 
company will be involved in supplying it. Mr. Werner 
expressed concern about the growing crime rate and 
the drug problem among our youth. He said that 
only concerned and involved people could solve these 
problems with the “new public.” He thanked the em- 
ployees for their concern about safety on and off the 
job. He also noted that the estimated goal of $1.39 
earnings per share of common stock was short by 
only a few mills. 


Other highlights of the meeting were noted in 
charts and goals to be set. The company’s operating 
revenue reached $183 million which reflects an in- 
crease of $17 million over 1968. 89.8% of this revenue 
was realized from electric sales, 7.3% from steam 
products, and 2.9% from gas sales in Baton Rouge. 

Our net income amounted to $34,712,000, amounting 
to $1.38 earning per share of stock, or a total of 6% 
increase over the prior year. In 1969, the company 
paid a total of $24,367,000 in payroll and $2,340,000 in 
employee benefits. 

A goal of $200 million in gross revenues has been 
set for the sales program for 1970. This reflects a 9% 
inerease over 1969. A new incentive program called 
“Plus Performers” for all employees will be put into 
effect (see separate story). Industrial sales are push- 
ing for a 12% increase in revenue or $66 million. 

It was announced that for the first time in two 
years, the construction budget will trend downward; 
in 1970, to $110 million. Also, in 1970 for the first time 
in recent years, the T&D Department will spend more 
on construction than the Production Department. Two 
new generating units will become operational during 
1970 and construction will begin shortly on a new 
580,000 kilowatt unit on the west end of our system. 

Cost awareness was also a topic of discussion. The 
employees were congratulated for keeping within their 
budgets during 1969. The nationwide money situation, 
and how it affects our operations and financing was 
explored. Safety will continue to be a number one 
challenge facing all employees during 1970 and new 
innovations must be put into operation in this area. 
Labor and employee relations were subjects that 
prompted much discussion during the closing question 
and answer period. 
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With a sales goal of $200 million in 1970, our 
company and more especially our employees must 
all become super salesmen.

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Poll tells tax facts 


In the summer of 1969, a nationwide 
public opinion survey among 2022 
people, 18 years of age or over, was 
conducted by Opinion Research Cor- 
poration concerning Federal taxation 
of electric utilities. Four questions 
were asked which sought to determine 
the degree of knowledge which the 
public has about whether investor-own- 
ed electric power companies pay income 
taxes to the Federal government, the 
amount which the companies pay, 
whether government-owned and fi- 
nanced electric utilities pay Federal 
income taxes, and whether these utili- 
ties should pay such taxes. A list of 
the questions in the order they were 
asked, with the principal findings, is 
attached. 

In brief, about half (51 percent) of 
the public believes that government- 
owned or financed electric utilities 
should pay Federal income taxes and 
include this expense in the rates they 
charge their customers. This view is 
expressed after people are informed 
about the difference in the tax status 
of investor-owned and government- 
owned electric utilities. A third (32 
percent) say they should not, and 17 
percent had no opinion. 

About two-thirds (67 percent) of the 
public is aware that investor-owned 
electric light and power companies 
pay income taxes to the Federal 
government and include this expense 
in the rates charged customers. But 
only 44 percent of the public realized 
that government-owned or financed 
utilities do not follow the same pattern.

Atomic Power ? 


Chairman of the Board Richard, who is president of the Texas Atomic 
Energy Research Foundation, reported recently that four hundred million de- 
gree temperatures, such as will be necessary for the production of electricity 
from nuclear fusion, may be possible through a process described in Dallas 
recently at a meeting of the Institute of Electrical and Electronic Engineers. 

Dr. Kenneth W. Gentle, associate professor of physics at the University 
of Texas at Austin, described an experiment which for the first time con- 
firmed an important theory of the use of radio waves to heat gases. 

He said that this method of heating may be the key to producing the 
extremely high temperatures necessary in nuclear fusion power reactors. 

Dr. Gentle’s work is partly supported by the Texas Atomic Energy Re- 
search Foundation which is composed of 10 investor-owned power companies 
of Texas. 

The foundation is supporting research at the University of Texas aimed 
at controlling thermonuclear (fusion) reactions for the production of elec- 
tric power. 


Utilizing the theme “The Christ- 
mas Remembered,” the entire sub- 
division was adorned in Christmas 
gaiety.

Serve with milk and sugar 
or coffee milk and sugar as a cereal, or with cane syrup 
and crisp bacon.

(The flavor of the roux will be im- 
paired if the flour is allowed to burn, so keep a close 
watch on it, stirring constantly). Add chopped onion, 
green pepper and celery to the roux and cook on low 
heat until tender, stirring constantly. Place browned 
chicken in deep well or other large utensil; add roux 
with vegetables, salt and pepper and water. Turn to high 
until boiling, then turn to low heat and simmer until 
chicken is very tender. Add chopped parsley and green 
onion tops 15 minutes before serving. Serve hot, with 
rice, and add gumbo file’ to each serving as desired. 
Serves 68.

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LOUISIANA CORN BREAD DRESSING 
5 cups corn bread* % cup minced parsley 
6 slices whole wheat % cup butter or margarine 
bread (slightly toasted) 4 tsps. salt 
2 cups finely cut celery % tsp. cayenne 


1% cups shallots with % tsp. black pepper 
tops, cut fine 1 tsp. celery seed 
\% cup finely cut onion Giblets 


Simmer gizzard, heart and neck in a quart of water 
until tender. Add liver and cook a few minutes more 
until done. Cut all meat fine for dressing. Saute’ celery, 
shallots and onion in the butter until done but not brown; 
add seasonings, more or less than amounts suggested to 
suit individual taste. Soak the toasted whole wheat bread 
in cold water, squeeze dry and mix well with the crumbl- 
ed corn bread, Combine the sauteed seasonings, the bread 
mixture, parsley, minced giblets and sufficient liquor 
from the giblets to make a moist dressing. Stuff turkey;

Sift dry ingredients into bowl and add the slightly 
beaten egg, milk and melted shortening. Beat thoroughly. 
Pour into greased shallow pan. Bake 25 minutes at 425 
degrees. 
YAM PIE DE LOUISIANNE 
Pastry: 
1 cup flour 
4% teaspoon salt 2% tablespoons milk 
Blend flour, salt, and fat well. Add milk and mix. 
Combine milk and flour mixture until it holds together. 
Roll lightly on a slightly floured board with a rolling pin 
until very thin.

FRIED CORN 

2 cups fresh corn (cut 2 Tbsps. cream 

kernels and scrape cob) 1% tsp. salt 
1 Tbsp. sugar 2 Tbsps. butter 

Mix together the corn, sugar, salt and cream. Saute’ 
in the butter until all the cream and the milk from the 
corn are evaporated, stirring constantly. Serve hot. 
Serves 3-4.
